Thomas Ravenscroft was the first English musician to 
pay attention to the traditional national songs. In these 
books are preserved such ancient catches as “ Three 
Blind Mice” (Deuteromelia, No. 13, the earliest printed 
version) and the round “ Hold thy peace, thou knave,” 
snatches from which are sung by Sir Toby Belch in 
Shakespeare’s Twelfth Night. 

It may be said that Ravenscroft was actuated by the 
same motives which in a later age impelled the late Mr. 
Cecil Sharp to collect and preserve for all time the folk 
tunes of the nation. Among the delightful airs that he 
has collected in these books are those set to the verses 
beginning : 

Joan come kiss me now. 
As I mee walked in a May morning, I heard a bird sing. 
The winde blows out of the west, thou gentle Mariners.

A very small 
portion of the border of the title of the same book is 
in facsimile, while in the Briefe Discourse a small mend 
at the top outside corner of Fl. has necessitated the 
restoration of the numeration 15-16 and the rules above 
and below. In Melismata the leaf E3, which is slightly 
larger than the rest of the book has been worn in the 
course of years on the extreme lower edges. This defects 
are minute and do not prevent the volume from 
being highly desirable from the point of view of the 
collector.
